Frozen Sandwiches Big Help 


In Filling Up that Lunch Box 


COLUMBUS — The daily ritual 
of preparing lunch boxes for the 
children, the man of the house, or 
for yourself, if you work aw a y 
from home, may be too tim e con­ 
sum ing. Try frozen sandwich e s, 
suggests Irene Netz, Ohio S t a t e 
U niversity Extension nutritionist. 
(Sandwiches can be prepared the 
sight before, a w e e k , or e\t*n 
several weeks in advance, by us­ 
ing your freezer. Many types of 
sandwiches can be frozen whole, 
depending on the filling us e d. 
You may freeze fillings alone. 
The home econom ist lists t h e 
fillings which freeze well: m e a t , 
poultry and cheese spreads of all 
kids, egg yolk m ixtures or peanut 
butter. Spread both slices generous­ 
ly with butter or m a rg a r i n e to 
avoid sogginess. Any of these fill­ 
ings m ay be prepared and frozen 
separately for later use.

FILLINGS that will not free i e 
til elude f uit jellies, those contam 
tog hardcooked egg w h i t e s , or 
those with raw vegetables. Lettuce 
should never be frozen, but pack­ 
ed separately in the lunchbox to be

Take care in the mixing ingred­ 
ient used, Miss Netz warns. May­

Freezing is an easy way to m ake 
a large supply at one tim e. The 
jdl> will be easier if you have the 
ingredient* ready— bread, fillings 
and softened butter. To avoid soft 
or crum bly bread and to rn a ke 
spreading easier, try using frozen 
slices of bread, the nutrition! s t 
suggests.

If some of us have found money 
scarce at tim es, let’s tak e a look 
back at the first settlers in this 
area, and to those whc arriv e d 
m any y ears after the first settlers 
halted here before 1800. 
In those days the men w h o 
cam e here with their w ives and 
fam ilies— frequently numbering 
six to a dozen children, brought 
little or no money with them . 


As a result they were compelled 
to m ake m ost of the things used 
in every day life with the aid of an 
ax. h a m m e r ard aug er— and that 
is just what a g reat m any of them 
did. 
If they brought a horse o r cow' or 
two with th em , or possibly one or 
more hogs, they had som ething to 
trade for other things, 
and 
fre j 
quently when their m eag e r supply I 
of powder w as used in killing wild 
gam e for food, they w ere compel- j 
led to reso rt to hom e-m ade snares, 
deadfalls and other trap s to obtain 
the deer, b ear, buffalo, wild turkeys 
and other anim als and fowls for 
m eat. 
W hat little com ann w heat they 
raised in the early y ears, had lit­ 
tle value for there was no m arket 
except am ong the other settl e r s 
who had not yet cleared a little 
tra c t and started raising corn and 
wheat. 
Many of the first settlers here 
were without money oi any kind 
for months at a tim e, and found 
the going really difficult. 
Some m ad e long trips in a c a rt 
or on horseback with a few bush 
els of corn or w heat to sell for 
a sm all sum which they used in 
buying salt and other necessities. 
When they tra v e le r any distance, 
they necessarily depended upon the 
generosity of the log cabin re s i­ 
dents w here they halted, 
for 
in 
those days it was a hard - hearted 
m an or w om an who turned t h e 
trav eler aw ay, or even thought of 
charging for a n igh t’s lodging and 
food. 
“ The latchstring alw ays h a n g s 
out” w as a golden rule in t h o s e 
days, and every woodsm an w a s 
proud of his reputation for hospi­ 
tality and generosity to his fellow 
men, even though his own supply 
of worldly goods w as m eager.

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GROUND HOG FOOD 
The coming of “ Groundhog d a y ” , 
rem inds m e of the pet groundhog 
Floyd T racey, Clinton Ave , owned 
for several y ears, and som e of its 
antics. 
I recall th a t on Groundhog Day 
the pet c a m e forth, stood on his 
hind feet while I took a picture of 
him casting his shadow on t h e 
snow—then continued to com e out 
every day 
after 
th a t—putting to 
rout the old belief th at if a ground­ 
hog sees his shadow he goes back 
for another six week snooze while 
w inter rages. 
Floyd told me recently that he 
has several groundhogs on his farm 
on the H arrison Rd , and that they 
are very fond of sug ar pears, so 
cleaned up as they fall from a tree 
they alw ays keep the little p e ars 
cleaned up as they fall from a tree 
near their d*n. 
Now we know one thing that the 
groundhogs e a t—when th* i can get 
them .

area in the early days. 


Fox squirrels were not intro­ 
duced here until

recent years, and because of their 
larger size, they literally e I i Wil­ 
na ted nearly

of the g ray 
squirrel population. 
It frequently happened the p io -1 
neers w ere either too poor to buy 
gunpow der and bullets for th e i r 
muzzle loading rifles, or found no 
gunpow der available, and had to 
resort to other m eans to keep the 
squirrels and other “ v a rm in ts” out 
of their corn. V ar i o n s types of 
“ scarecro w s” w ere used to keep j 
the squirrels out of the m aturing 
grain but the watchfullness of som e 
m em b er or m em b ers of the fam-1 
ily was the chief m eans u s e d to 
in. ure the corn m aturing. 
In m ay instances s h e l l ors of 
boughs w ere constructe I to provide 
a place for the ..quarrel w atchers 
to keep out of the sun or keep dry. I 
This watch to save the crops— 
and a few hours negligence could 
easily see scores of squirrels de­ 
vouring corn—w as n e c e s s ary 
frum driwn until dark, and the 
youngsters who were required to 
assist found the days al rn o s I 
endless. 
Racoons also w ere great e ate rs j 
of green corn, reports state, and ! 
most of their depredations t o o k 
place at night when there was no 
watch. 
However if they got too bad, log 
fires w ere kindled at intervals a- 
bout the corn fields, according to 
folk lore handed down by pioneer 
families.

LELYSTADT, The N e t herlands 
- A F ren ch m an is reputed to have 
visited Holland a century ago and 
observed, “ God created the world 
with the exception of H o i land, 
which was created by the Dutch 
th em selv es.” 
Holland the nation is probably 
history’s most sp ectacu lar e x a m ­ 
ple of a land th at keeps ex p an d ­ 
ing by conquering, not its neigh­ 
bors, but the sea. 
Now the Dutch arc well past the 
halfway m ark on their boldest re ­ 
clam ation project of all—the Zuid­ 
er zee polder project. 
Briefly, what the Dutch are do­ 
ing is to seal off the Zuider zee 
and divide it into huge sections 
called polders. One by one, the 
polders a re being e n c l o s e d by 
dikes, pum ped dry and reclaim ed 
as farm la n d —literally land w re st­ 
ed from the sea. 
When the entire Zuider zee polder 
project is completed, Holland’s a r ­ 
able land will be increased by IO

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National Guard among Our Top Industries 


Washington C. H.’s A r m y National 


Guard unit is such a familiar part of com­ 
munity life that some of us lose sight of 
what this organization contributes to the 
city and county's growth and progress. 


Some of us have been m em bers of the 
National Guard. All of us have seen our 
guardsmen in action, protecting our prop­ 
erty from storms and floods. We rem em ­ 
ber the day that our unit packed up their 
equipment and marched off to fight in 
World War II. 


Here is a hard, cold look at the National 
Guard's economic contribution. 


T h e National Guard is the largest, 
strongest, and readiest reserve compon­ 
ent of the armed forces. In these days of 
tremendous costs, this nation cannot af­ 
ford to maintain an active - duty force 
large enough to meet uur defense needs. 
But we still must provide adequate se­ 
curity. 


The Army National Guard and the Air 
National Guard furnish protection to this 
country at a fraction of the cost of regular 
units. I he Guard is a standing reserve 
force which can be mobilized rapidly and 
used almost immediately. 
In addition, many units of the National 


Guard are even now’ on full time alert 
d u t y as part of the nation’s defense 
against air attack. 
The National Guard is also one of Wash­ 
ington C. H.’s business assets. With a part 
time payroll of $60,000 per year, it ranks 
as one of our principal industries. Its local 
purchases of everything from stationery 
to motor vehicle parts and gasoline total 
more than $10,000 in a year. 
The value of the National Guard cannot 
be measured in dollars and cents, but the 
more than $75,000.00 which the Guard 
spends in our community each year is a 
significant contribution to our economic 
life. 
Additionally, the 20 men from Company 
M w’ho participated in the six months' 
training program during 1957, received an 
estimated $15,000 from government funds. 
This does not include men who have at­ 
tended service schools, a n d refresher 
courses. All in all, it is estimated that 
Company M, h a s contributed perhaps 
$100,000 to the community, in one form or 
another. 
Comparison - w’ise, it costs the govern­ 
ment about 5 or 6 thousand dollars per 
man per year in the regular service, to 
about $600 per man in the Guard. 


Our Changing Times 


The new chemistry, electronics, 
nuclear physics, the reduction of 
time and space have changed our 
world. Never before in history 
have men seen so much happen 
in so short a time—so much that 
is fundamental. 
Many do not have either the 
knowledge or the understanding 
to grasp the vast social and ec­ 
onomic changes that are the in­ 
evitable results of new commod­ 
ities replacing traditional ones. 
The dislocation of cotten. wool, 
•ilk, rubber, hemp, by fabrics 
made in the chemist's test tubes 
•s a result of our greater know­ 
ledge of the 
molecule and its 
combinations is bound to influ­ 
ence the ways of live of millions 
of human beings. 
Electronics and nuclear phy­ 
sics are only on the verge of be­ 
ing related to everyday life. One 
day, we shall not only hear the 
beep of the Sputnik but we shall 
use neither coal nor water nor 
petroleum for light, heat and 
power. 
One day, it will be possible to 
•lip an atomic pellet into a de­ 
vice to run an automobile or a 
railroad train or a steel plant or 
anything. 
Or we may even fie able to use 
an instrument that will catch and 
use the rays of the sun to store 
power as an oak stores life. 
Wa are about to witness the 
total elimination of space, for if 


a Sputnik can orbit the earth, 
there are no limits to what may 
be done by power and speed and 
human imagination. 
And to all this and more, the 
social order must respond if man 
is to survive these changes. For 
instance, we now know' that war 
is devastating beyond any targets 
that may to set. 
That means that the instru­ 
ments of war are such that their 
use cannot to limited to the in­ 
tentions of those who use them. 
The fall-out of a hydrogen bomb 
does not take place on the day 
the bomb is shot. 
Radioactive strontium, a killer 
may remain in the atmosphere 
for many years and may come 
down in drops of rain not upon 
the enemy but anywhere, even 
upon him who shot the bomb, 
and it could so devastate his soil 
as to turn rich lands into a des­ 
ert, and it could destroy the 
tones of all animals of the field 
and of man. 
Who dares to use such an in­ 
strument of war until a way is 
found to harness its destructive­ 
ness in time and space? And who 
dares to use many other devices 
of destruction which, once we 
discovered the secrets of the al­ 
chemists, are now limitless in 
their combinations by either fis­ 
sion or fusion?

Pictures of the Past 
Early Rail Wrecks Recalled

That recent picture

•bout a BAO freight train collaps­ 
ing the bridge over East Fork of 
Paint Creek a short distance south 
of Bloomingburg, many years ago 
has brought a flood of comment 
regarding other wrecks on the BAO 
near Bloomingburg and M a d i son 
Wills. 
In two instances eyewitn e s s e s 
have told me of seeing the wrecks. 
One of these men. Pearl Lemons, 
(who furnished the wreck picture 
printed here) was with Valentine 
J. Hoppes, working in an adjacent 
field when the northbound “ P i e 
Train’’ torc up the tracks at the 
north end of the switch at Bloom­ 
ingburg, killing the engineer and 
fireman, but not injuring any of the 
passengers seriously.. 
The wreck pictured occurred in 
the summer of 1903, Le mows re­ 
calls, at about 11:40 a. rn. when 
the northbound limited s t r u c k 
some new track which was not 
properly laid. The engine plowed 
into the roadbed, and oierturned 
in the ditch on the east side of 
Cracks. 
The mail coach, baggage coach 
and two passenger coaches were 
derailed, and the mail coach, which 
was next to the engine, came to 
rest with the trucks torn away and 
the coach balanced on top of the 
lender of the engine. 
The fireman was c r u s h e d to 
death under the tender, while the 
•nginccr was killed in his cab. 
• • • 
ANOTHER E N G IN EER in t h e 
cab escaped with small cuts on 
his face, and was taken to Colum­ 
bus, where he piloted the engine of 
the evening southbound train back 
#\er the scene of the wreck. 
Dr. Frank E. Dyer, of Bloom­ 
ingburg, was soon on the scene 
but there was little he could do. 
Recalling the wreck Lem o n s 
•aid: 
“ Be were at work in a near­ 


by field and I said to Volley, 
there she comes. About that time 
there was a terrific crash a n d 
the scene was enveloped in a fog 
of dust.” 
‘‘We quickly unhitched the six 
horses 
we were 
working, 
took 
them to the barn, and hurried over 
to the wreck. A big crowd soon 
flocked to the place.” 
rn rn rn 
CARL HUGHES recalls the wreck 
of the “ Fast Line” or “ R o y a l 
Blue Flyer” at the Madison Mills 
switch back around 1908. He was 
watching the train speed a l o n g 
when all of a sudden the engine 
toppled over on its side in th e 
ditch and two or three coaches 
were derailed. 
He recalls that Dr. Lucy Pine of 
this city, was on the train, and im­ 
mediately started giving attention 
to the fireman, who had been hurl­ 
ed into an adjacent plowed field 
Some of the passengers sustain e d 
j bruises. 
The engineer was killed at his 
post, when 
the 
train 
split 
a 
switch. 
Hughes hurried to the scene to 
I render any assistance possible. 
Floyd Henkolman, in ai interest­ 
ing letter sent to me in connection 
with the series of BAO wre c k s, 
stated that a few years prior to 
the freight crushing the East Fork 
of Paint Creek bridge, several cars 
of a south bound freight derailed 


I when a draw bar broke and the 
track was torn up. This occurred 
just east of the bridge. 
Benkelman also recalls that in 
the early twenties a wreck oc­ 
curred at the Bloomingburg sid­ 
ing when a northbound frei g h t 
plowed into the side of a south­ 
bound freight that had not y e t 
cleared the main track. 
The firemen and brakeman saw 
the impending crash, which occur­ 
red after nightfall, and j u rn ped. 
The engine overturned in a ditch. 
Many head of hogs on one of the 


freights were killed and sos e r a I 
cars piled up. 
He also recalls that in the late 
; twenties or early thirties, a freight 
! train loaded with coal w as derail­ 
ed at the Haines crossing, a mile 
I north of Bloomingburg, and many 
cars of coal were pilc<t up on the 
right - of • way and in a field 
owned by Forrest Haines.

MIDDLETOWN — In a prelim 
inary, unaudited statement. Armco 
Steel Corp. today reported 1957 net 
earnings of $55,044.000—The third 
highest figure in the company’s 
history. 
W. W. Sebald, vice chairman of 
the Armco board of directors and 
chairman of lhe executive commit­ 
tee, said earnings were lower than 
in 1956 because of a substantial 
“ write-down’’ in the value of steel 
scrap on hand at the end of the 
year and a decline in the shipping 
rate in the fourth quarter. 
“ The adjustment of our s c r ap 
inventories reduced our net profit 
by about $4,400,000/’ he said. 
The Armco earnings were equal 
to $4.59 pen share on the 11,992,- 
419 shares of common stock out­ 
standing and included $474,000 in 
non-recurring income.

Patron Saint 
For Space 
Travelers Due 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The first man to reach the moon 
reed not wander 
about 
without 
benefit of celestial intercession. 
According to a recent Vatican 
statement, Roman Catholic auth­ 
orities already are informally con­ 
sidering selection of a patron saint 
for space travelers. 
St. Joseph of Cupertino, a Fran­ 
ciscan friar canonized in 1767, is 
regarded as a likely choice be­ 
cause of his frequent disregard for 
the laws of gravity. 
Born Joseph Desa at Cupertino 
near Brindisi, Italy, in 1603, this 
widely venerated saint was some­ 
thing of a problem to his parents 
in his boyhood years and was re­ 
jected by several monasteries as 
a student for the priesthood for 
"poor intelligence.” 
Finally, the Franciscans accept­ 
ed him as a humble stable hand 
and. impressed with 
his 
intense 
piety, eventually admitted him to 
Holy Orders. 
"From that time on,” says a 
biographical 
dictionary 
of 
the 
saints compiled by the Benedic­ 
tine monks of Ramsgate, England, 
"his life is an amazing and per­ 
fectly authenticated succession of 
preternatural phenomena. 
"The most remarkable of these 
were his powers of levitation. He 
would fly straight from the church 
door to the altar over the heads 
of worshippers. Once he flew to 
an olive tree and remained kneel­ 
ing on a branch for half an hour.”

Taking off more quickly than oth­ 
er big missiles, it gained momen­ 
tum swiftly as its mighty engine 
thrust it high into the starry night 
sky. 
Seven minutes after the blastoff, 
Explorer Was in orbit. 
The Army said the satellite, 
contains no living organism. Its 
primary mission is to measure 
cosmic radiation. 
Data picked up by the satellite 
will be relayed to earth by two 
radio transm itters. 
It might take scientists some 
time to figure out the exact sched­ 
ule upon which the new satellite 
is operating, 
and

follows. 
But the slender, rod-like space 
traveler passed high o v e r the 
Southwestern United 
States 
and 
Mexico in its early 
orbits,

thereafter moved farther and far­ 
ther west. 
The Soviet 
Sputniks 
averaged 
14.4 orbits around the world daily. 
lf the U. S. satellite followed the 
same pattern, it would be travel­ 
ing 1,700 miles farther west each 
time around. 
A Washington news conference 
was told the orbit would not cross 
the Soviet Union, that the south­ 
ernmost circuit would be across 
the southern tip of 
Africa, the 
northernmost circuit across Okla­ 
homa City and southern Asia. 
The Jupiter-C rocket, fully as­ 
sembled with all its stages, was 
about 70 feet long. 
Its main stage, a modified Army 
Redstone missile, weighed 
f i v e 
tons and was more than 56 feet 
long and about 6 feet in diameter.

Von Braun's 
'Egg' Finally 
Is Hatched 


WASHINGTON Of)—Dr. Wernher 
Von Braun and his 130-man team of 
former German scientists finally 
have hatched their egg, a satellite 
carrying rocket. 
For two years 
Von 
Braun’s 
team at the Army ballistic missile 
agency at Huntsville, Ala., have 
been aching for an opportunity to 
prove the Jupiter-C rocket could 
hoist an earth satellite into the 
heavens. 
The Jupiter-C sat in the Army’s 
machine shops while the Navy got 
the job of putting up a satellite, 
using the Vanguard rocket, with 
its 
27,000 
pound 
thrust, 
as 
a 
launcher. The first Vanguard ef­ 
fort on Dec. 6 was a failure. 
When the existence of the Jupi- 
ter-C first was reported last June 
6, Von Braun made this observa­ 
tion: 
"It is a difficult thing for a team 
which has a lead in eggs not to 
get an opportunity 
to 
hatch 
at 
least one of them .” 
Friday night was hatching time. 
Von Braun and his team of ex- 
Germans are the men who devisod 
the 
V-2 
rocket 
which 
nearly 
knocked London to pieces in the 
final stages of World War II. 
Most of the 130 scientists now 
are American citizens.
